Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  $100,(XX)  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name 
and  on  the  credit  of  the  town  negotiable  notes  therefor,  said 
notes  to  be  paid  in  the  current  municipal  year  from  taxes 
collected   during   the   current   municipal  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative 
to  lighting  the  streets,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 


Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($8,500),  for  the  purpose  of  providing-  police  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000),  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  fire  department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  dollars  ($12,000),  or  any  part  thereof,  for 
snow  removal  and  general  highway  expenses  for  the  year 
1954. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  fifty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents 
($857.75),  and  apply  for  State  Aid  for  Class  V  Highways. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  provide  a 
sinking  fund  for  permanent  improvements  as  provided  in 
Chapter  160  of  the  Public  Acts  of  the  1943  Legislature.  Said 
fund  shall  be  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds 
until  expended  as  provided  in  said  Act.  Said  money  shall  be 
expended  by  the  Selectmen  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes 
named  in  the  1944  warrant.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the 
removal  of  deceased  elm  trees. 


Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lower  the  per- 
centage for  the  collection  of  taxes  from  1^  percent,  the  pre- 
sent rate,  to  1  percent. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  ratify  the  action 
of  the  Selectmen  in  deeding-  property  taken  by  tax  deeds 
from   the   year    1947  through   the  present   time. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  transfer  all  tax  liens  upon  real  estate  acquired 
at  a  Tax  Collector's  sale  for  non-payment  of  taxes  and  to 
convey  all  properties  taken  by  deed  in  default  of  redemption 
from  a  tax  sale,  without  the  one  year  limitation.

Legion,  and  Salem  Memorial  Post,  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($450),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  use 
of  the  above  Veterans'  organizations,  to  be  expended  in  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day  in  the  year  1954. 

Art.  20.  By  request  of  the  Salem  Fire  Department.  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  seventeen  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  ($17,500),  to  be  used  for  purchasing 
a  750  gallon  pumper,  hose  and  equipment.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($40,000),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  repair,  main- 
tain or  improve  the  property  on  Main  Street,  formerly  the 
property  of  the  Massachusetts  Northeastern  Street  Railway 
Company  and  commonly  called  the  Car  Barn  property,  to  be 
used  by  the  town  for  town  or  school  district  purposes. 

Art.  28.  By  request  of  Joseph  C.  Scanlon.  To  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  distribute  equally  any  and  all  insurance 
whether  it  be  Workmen's  Compensation,  Fire,  Glass,  Boiler 
and  Machinery,  Employers  Liability,  Public  Liability,  and 
insurance  on  all  town  owned  vehicles,  and  Bonds  of  any  kind 
to  all  qualified  insurance  agencies  in  this  town,  new  or  re- 
newals. 

Art.  29.  By  request  of  Richard  P.  Smith.  To  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000) 
dollars  for  the  operation  of  a  police  department  for  the  en- 
suing year.  Said  department  to  be  organized  immediately 
and  to  include  at  least  three  (3)  permanent  men,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  designated  chief  of  the  department. 

Art.  30.  By  request  of  Richard  P.  Smith.  To  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  for  the  purchase  of  a  car  to  be  used 
by  the  police  department. 

Art.  31.  By  recjuest  of  Salem  Board  of  Trade.  To  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  ($2,500),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  start  the  construc- 
tion of  sidewalks. 

Art.  32.  By  request  of  Salem  Board  of  Trade.  To  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  Assessors  assign  a  street 
number  to  each  home  in  town. 
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Art.  33.  By  request  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  twenty-three 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  ($23.7600  either  by 
taxation  or  bond  issue  to  replace  two  inch  mains  or  smaller 
ones  which  are  unfit  to  supply  sufficient  water  to  services 
on  the  following  streets :  Bridge  Street,  a  total  of  2640  feet ; 
Lake  Street,  a  total  of  2112  feet;  Spring  Street,  a  total  of 
1056  feet;  Lawrence  Street  to  No.  9  school,  a  total  of  528 
feet;  these  mains  to  be  replaced  by  six  inch  cast  iron  pipe 
and  necessary  hydrants  installed. 

To  see  if  the  town 
will  restore  the  Municipal  Budget  Act  in  lieu  to  the  present 
system.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
of  the  town  as  passed  at  the  adjourned  town  meeting  March

following  Section  1.     Salem  Planning  Board. 

The  Salem  Planning  Board  shall  consist  of  five  (5j  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  of  Salem ;  one  member  shall  be  appointed 
each  year  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  four  additional 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  follows :  one 
for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
This  board  shall  serve  without  pay. 

Add  to  Section  3,  Article  I,  the  following:  Permits  shall 
not  be  granted  until  seven  calendar  days  after  publication  in 
a   local   widely   circulated    daily    newspaper. 
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Add  to  Section  4,  Article  I,  the  following:  There  must 
be  on  file  with  the  Board  of  Appeals  the  written  consents  of 
60%  of  the  owners  of  60%  of  all  the  frontage  of  the  follow- 
ing property  exclusive  of  the  lot  for  whom  the  permit  is 
sought. 

(A)  All  lots  within  150  feet  of  such  lot 

(B)  All   additional  lots   abutting   on    any    street   within 
300  feet  of  the  proposed  building. 

Timely  public  notice  of  each  hearing  to  be  held  by  said 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  given  by  publication,  as  a  legal 
notice,  in  a  daily  newspaper  widely  circulated  in  the  Town 
of  Salem  and  also  by  posting  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Strike  out  Section  1,  Article  II  and  inserting  therein  the 
following    Section    1-Business   District,   Zone    1. 

Beginning  at  the  State  Line  at  the  Town  of  Methuen  on 
the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Boulevard,  known  as  Broad- 
way and  also  as  Route  28,  and  proceeding  northerly  along 
said  Broadway,  thru  Salem  Depot  to  Windham  town  line ; 
also  beginning  on  Main  Street,  so-called,  at  a  point  1000  feet 
easterly  of  said  Broadway  and  proceeding  westerly  along 
said  Main  Street  to  the  junction  of  Main  Street  and  Pleasant 
Street. 

Said  Business  Zone  to  extend  200  feet  either  side  of 
center  line  of  the  roads  or  streets  named.

The  uses  hereinafter  set  forth  shall  be  upon  such 
conditions  as  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Board  may 
determine : 

1.  Such  business  use  as  may  be  conducted  within  a 
dwelling  or  accessory  building  which  does  not 
change  the  character  thereof,  and  in  connection 
with  which  there  is  no  outside  display  nor  equip- 
ment of  a  noxious,  vibrating-  or  other  objectionable 
nature.

Section  4     When   Effective

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  canceled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  or  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtain- 
ed from  depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
CURRENT  DEFICIT 

The  current  financial  condition  of  the  Town  (exclusive 
of  the  Water  Department)  as  of  December  31,  1951,  and 
December  31,  1952,  is  shown  by  the  following  statement. 
As  indicated  therein,  the  current  deficit  increased  from 
$11,058.50  to  $13,929.11  in  1952.

Uncollected  Taxes  —  Previous  Years : 

As  in  previous  years'  audit  reports,  attention  is  again 
called  to  the  large  amount  of  uncollected  taxes  on  the  war- 
rant's of  prior  years  (1948  and  prior  years)  which  are  still 
being  carried  as  assets  in  the  balance  sheet.  These  consist 
for  the  most  part  of  poll  taxes  which  appear  to  be  uncollect- 
ible. No  collections  were  made  on  any  of  these  warrants 
during  1952,  the  only  activity  being  the  abatement  of  Special 
$3.00  poll  taxes  on  the  1944  and  1945  warrants  amounting 
to  $177.00  and  $309.00,  respectively.  The  uncollected  bal- 
ances on  December  31,  1951  and  December  31,  1952,  are  in- 
dicated herewith :

Inasmuch  as  the  larger  part  of  these  taxes  are  probably 
uncollectable  at  the  present  time,  it  is  again  recommended 
that  the  lists  be  carefully  gone  over  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  Tax  Collector  and  abatements  made  in  all  cases  ex- 
cept where  there  appears  to  be  a  definite  likelihood  that  the 
tax  may  still  be  collected.  It  is  generally  considered  that 
there  is  little  chance  of  collecting  poll  taxes  more  than  five 
years   old  and  such  taxes  are  usually   abated. 
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The  inclusion  of  a  substantial  amount  of  these  uncollect- 
ible taxes  as  "assets"  in  the  balance  sheet  each  year  tends  to 
give  an  inaccurate  picture  of  the  true  financial  condition  of 
the  Town. 
Treasurers  Surety  Bond: 

It  is  noted  that  the  surety  bond  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
is  written  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00.  Inasmuch  as  the  total 
amount  of  the  funds  handled  by  the  Treasurer  in  1952  was 
almost  $500,000.00,  the  surety  bond  is  insufficient  in  amount 
and  should  be  increased  next  year  to  $20,000.00. 
Conclusion: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  the  town  officials  were 
found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure  con- 
formed to  prescribed  methods. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essen- 
tial features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  re- 
port. This  letter  of  transmittal  should  be  included  in  its 
entirety  but  the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Salem  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Salem: 

Your  trustees  are  pleased  to  report  an  increasing  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Salem  in  their  library  which  is 
reflected  in  a  larger  circulation  of  books  and  greater  interest 
on  the  part  of  school  pupils  in  using  reference  books  in  con- 
nection with  their  studies.  We  would  like  in  the  coming- 
year  to  make  the  library  more  useful  to  school  children  by  a 
closer  cooperation  between  Headmaster  Wendell  Davis  and 
your  librarian.  We  would  like  to  purchase  those  books  which 
will  be  most  helpful  to  the  school  children. 

State  library  authorities  have  been  most  cooperative 
during  the  past  year  and  at  our  September  meeting  Miss 
Catherine  Pratt,  assistant  State  Librarian,  met  with  your 
trustees  and  outlined  to  them  a  plan  whereby  Salem  could 
qualify  for  a  share  of  State  funds  by  meeting  certain  require- 
ments in  relation  to  a  project  which  would  bring  our  library 
up  to  State  standards.  We  have  been  working  toward  that 
goal.  Miss  Pratt  came  to  Salem  after  noting  our  report  of 
improvements  in  the  1952  town  report. 

October  20th  your  trustees  upon  invitation  of  Governor 
Gregg  attended  a  state  wide  meeting  of  Library  Trustees  at 
the  State  House  in  Concord.  Governor  Gregg,  in  his  address 
stressed  the  importance  of  cultivating  good  reading  habits, 
on  the  part  of  our  children  and  urged  that  parents  and  library 
trustees  cooperate  in  creating  a  taste  for  fine  books  which 
he  felt  would  be  continued  in  later  life.  Professor  Carr  of 
Dartmouth  College,  in  an  informative  address  cautioned 
against  hasty  action  of  banning  books  or  removing  them 
from  library  shelves  because  of  their  Communist  tinge.  "I 
have  enough  respect  for  the  intelligence  of  the  people  of 
New  Hampshire  to  believe  that  they  would  not  be  influenc- 
ed by  books  of  this  sort  which  they  might  read."  Professor 
Carr  stated.  Another  interesting  address  was  given  by  the 
Librarian  of  the  Philadelphia  Public  Library. 
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Your  trustees  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  new  (1947) 
Concord  Public  Library  where  we  were  very  courteously  re- 
ceived and  given  informative  answers  to  our  questions.  The 
reading  room  in  the  Concord  library  particularly  attractsd 
our  attention.  Your  trustees  have  for  months  been  consider- 
ing an  addition  on  the  west  side  of  the  library  building-  to 
provide  adequate  space  and  quiet  surroundings  for  study  and 
reading. 

This  is  a  project  for  which  we  will  require  special  funds 
at  some  time  in  the  future. 

Your  trustees  have  also  considered  the  matter  of  having 
the  library  open  more  hours  than  at  present  if  our  patrons 
so  desire.  We  would  also  like  to  know  our  patrons  prefer- 
ences in  reading  material.  In  order  that  we  may  be  inform- 
ed on  these  matters  we  are  arranging  a  questionaire  for  our 
library  patrons. 

The  salary  of  your  librarian  has  been  increased  this  year 
to  bring  her  renumeration  more  in  line  with  the  importance 
of  her  duties.  Miss  Hall  has  been  most  cooperative  under 
an  increasing  volume  of  work  and  responsibility. 

Your  trustees  hope  that  the  voters  will  have  in  mind  the 
increased  cost  of  books  and  services  when  the  matter  of  ap- 
propriating money  comes  up  this  year. 

The  interest  and  cooperation  of.  the  people  of  Salem  has 
been  pleasing  to  us  and  we  are  grateful  to  all  who  have  con- 
tributed to  our  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  1953,  the  fire  department  responded  to 
a  total  of  156  alarms,  which  was  an  increase  of  43  alarms 
over  the  previous  year.  The  total  fire  loss  during  this  period 
amounted  to  $24,055.00.  The  total  fire  loss  during  the  year 
1952  amounted  to  $23,421.13. 

With  the  exception  of  fire  hose  and  Engine  1,  the  equip- 
ment of  the  department  is  in  fair  condition.  The  department 
is  badly  in  need  of  a  new  pumper,  and  a  special  article  has 
been  place  in  the  Town  Warrant,  recjuesting  $17,500.  to  pur- 
chase a  pumper,  hose  and  ec[uipment.  It  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  the  townspeople  will  vote  this  money. 

The  fire  department  sincerely  thanks  the  citizens  for 
the  splendid  cooperation  given  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  school  district  in  the  town  of 
Salem  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Veteran's  Memori- 
al Auditoriumi  in  said  district  on  the  13th  day  of  March  1954, 
at  1 :30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

Art.     1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

Art.     2.     To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

°Art.3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

Art.     4.     To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
school  board  and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

Art.  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com-' 
mittees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  there- 
to. 

Art.  7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory   obligations   of   the  district,  and  to  authorize   the 
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application  against  said  appropriations  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  to- 
g-ether with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  action  the  district  will  take  in  re- 
gard to   the  report  of  the   Survey   and   Building   Committee. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  construct  and 
equip  a  new  elementary  school ;  to  authorize  the  school  board 
to  purchase  land  and  execute  any  and  all  contracts  or  agree- 
ments necessary  and  proper  or  advisable,  in  connection  Avith 
the  construction  and  equipping  of  a  new  elementary  school, 
and  authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $95,000  payable  from  funds  to  be  rais- 
ed by  taxation,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  such  construc- 
tion. 

Art.  11.  By  request,  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  a  multi-purpose  room  to  be  con- 
structed in  conjunction  with  the  new  school  voted  under 
Article  10. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $2,400  to  operate  a  new  school  at  Salem  Center.

By  request  of  the  1953  school  district  meeting, 
to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  employ  the  services  of  the 
Harvard  Field  Studies  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  the 
Salem  school  building  needs  and  appropriate  $3,500  for  the 
same.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  SALEM : 

Your  School  Board  is  pleased  to  present  its  annual  report 
of  accomlplishments,  problems,  and  special  services  for  the 
year,  and  its  recommendations  for  the  future. 

The  primary  physical  accomplishment  for  the  year  has 
been  the  completion  of  the  four-room  addition  to  the  Cen- 
tral School,  which  was  ready  for  occupancy  when  school 
opened  in  September.  It  is  hoped  that  before  long  the 
g-rounds  can  have  as  finished  a  look  as  the  building.  In  keep- 
ing with  most  of  the  new  elementary  schools  throughout 
the  country,  each  of  these  four  classrooms  has  a  sink — a  dis- 
tinct advantage  in  the  teaching  of  health  and  cleanliness.  The 
new  plastic-bubble  skylights  have  aided  greatly  in  balancing 
the  natural  light  in  these  rooms.  All  fourteen  rooms  in  our 
Central  School  are  now  full — .more  than  full,  by  most  stan- 
dards, since  there  are  just  under  forty  pupils  in  each  class. 
It  is  considered  unwise  to  plan  further  additions  to  this 
building,  since  its  facilities  would  be  inadequate  to  maintain 
its  present  efficiency. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  outlying  schools  is  being 
gradually  improved,  as  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  they  will 
have  to  continue  in  use  for  many  years  to  come. 

As  to  problems,  probably  there  is  none  as  vexing  and  as 
complex  as  that  of  bus  transportation.  The  trend  through- 
out the  state  and  country  is  persistently  toward  transporting 
more  and  more  children.  Parents  bring  more  pressure  to 
bear  on  school  boards  each  year,  and  the  theme  is,  "It's  not 
the  distance  the  child  walks;  it's  the  danger."  However,, 
parents  would  do  well  to  consider  objectively  the  primary 
values  in  the  educational  dollar.  Whatever  money  is  spent 
on  carrying  a  child  to  school,  cannot  be  spent  on  educating 
him  after  he  arrives. 
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The  problem  of  twelve  to  fourteen  additional  classrooms 
needed  within  the  next  five  years  will  be  omitted  here,  since 
it  is  taken  up  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  School  Survey 
and  Building  Committee.  It  is  certainly  hoped  that  the  citi- 
zens of  our  town  will  face  this  issue  squarely,  so  that  make- 
shift classrooms  or  double  sessions  will  not  be  again  neces- 
sary in  our  system.  The  schoolroom  need  is  not  temporary, 
and,  therefore,  should  not  be  met  by  temporary  measures. 

In  addition  to  the  regularly  instituted  courses  of  study, 
our  pupils  have  had  the  advantage  of  some  special  services. 
In  the  first  place,  our  high  school  has  had  the  honor  of  hav- 
ing as  a  member  of  its  faculty,  Mr.  John  Simpson,  an  Ex- 
change Teacher  from  London,  England.  Woodbury  is  the 
only  school  in  New  Hampshire  enjoying  this  privilege,  as 
Mr.  Richard  Mason  of  our  staff  was  the  only  teacher  in  the 
State  to  qualify  under  the  Fullbright  Act  of  Congress  for 
this  exchange. 

In  the  last  legislature,  the  state  established  a  position 
called  "The  Helping  Teacher",  and  offered  $2500  toward  the 
salary  of  such  an  accredited  teacher  for  each  of  six  especial- 
ly designated  Supervisory  Unions  in  the  state :  Salem  was 
one  of  these  districts.  Miss  Natalie  Hopkins,  our  very  capa-  ■ 
ble  Elementary  Consultant,  was  elected  by  our  Supervisory 
Union  as  the  Helping  Teacher  for  our  district.  Our  elemen- 
tary teachers,  pupils,  and  a  number  of  their  parents  have 
felt  the  benefit  of  Miss  Hopkins'  special  talents.  It  was  the 
request  of  the  school  board  members  of  our  Union  that  par- 
ticular stress  be  placed  on  the  proper  usage  of  grarnmar 
and  the  English  language. 

Our  elementary  students,  656  of  them,  have  had  the  advan- 
tage of  the  services  of  a  State  Dental  Hygienist,  Mrs.  Mar- 
jorie  Plaisted.  Their  teeth  were  cleaned  and  fluorine  treated 
free  of  charge.  The  State  paid  her  salary,  and  our  local 
Parent-Teacher  Association  paid  for  her  room  and  board 
while  here. 
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A  word  of  commendation  should  be  accorded  the  School 
Survey  and  Building  Committee  for  the  great  amount  of 
time  and  thought  contributed  to  this  project  under  the  ex- 
pert and  tireless  direction  of  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Jona- 
than Osgood,  and  the  excellent  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Charles 
Seifert.  It  is  hoped,  however  that,  in  the  press  of  providing 
room  for  our  elementary  youngsters,  we  do  not  overlook 
the  needs  of  our  high  school  students.  Special  attention 
should  be  g'iven  immediately  to  enlarging  and  improving 
facilities  in  science,  home  economics,  commercial  subjects, 
manual  arts,  library  and  study  halls. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  all  teachers, 
groups,  and  individuals  who  have  shown  confidence  in  this 
elected  body  as  it  made  many  trying  decisions.  Although 
different  points  of  view  may  prevent  unanimous  decisions, 
your  Board  has  sincerely  tried  to  justly  and  economically 
serve  the  best  interest  of  our  whole  community.

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  SALEM: 

This,  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  will  summarize  the  achievements  of  the  Salem 
schools  during  the  past  year  and  will  include  a  brief  summa- 
tion of  the  various  phases  of  the  school  program  as  previous- 
ly included  in  the  individual  reports  of  the  various  Princi- 
pals and  Heads  of  Departments. 

PERSONNEL: 

As  a  result  of  the  action  of  the  1953  Annual  School  Dis- 
trict Meeting,  four  additional  teachers  were  employed  for 
the  current  school  year.  Including  these  additional  positions, 
we  have  had  a  total  of  nine  of  a  total  of  V/  full-time  teachers 
who  are  new  to  their  respective  positions  this  year.  Names 
and  assignments  of  all  teaching  personnel  are  shown  in  a 
following  tabulation  which  also  shows  the  number  of  puipls 
per  grade  in  each  school. 

All  teachers  belong  to  the  local,  state,  and  national  profes- 
sional teachers'  organizations  and  are  taking  special  courses 
during  the  current  year  to  help  them  improve  in  their  work. 

All  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  ^55,  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  1952  -  53  school  year,  assisted  in  planning  for  the 
three-da}'  workshop  which  was  held  September  8-9-10,  1953, 
on  the  subject  of  Mental  Hygiene.  It  is  felt  that  this  work- 
shop was  of  a  great  benefit  to  the  teachers  and  ultimately  to 
the   children  in  all   our   schools. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  throughout  the  year  by  the 
various  principals  and  the  superintendent  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  methods  and  procedures,  as  well  as  to  take  up  with 
the  teachers  various  administrative  details. 
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As  a  result  of  the  continued  effort  and  outstanding  ability 
of  Natalie  Hopkins,  Elementary  Consultant  for  Supervisory 
Union  #55,  all  elementary  teachers  have  had  the  advantage 
of  many  professional  meetings  and  consultations  pertaining 
to  their  work  with  the  children.  Miss  Hopkins  has  worked 
with  various  individual  pupils  and  parents  in  attempts  to  as- 
sist in  overcoming  difficulties  on  the  part  of  those  individual 
pupils. 


SCHOOL  CENSUS  AND  ENROLLMENT: 

It  was  learned  from  the  1953  School  and  Family  Census 
that  the  total  school  enrollment  will  continue  to  increase  and 
by  1958  there  will  be  a  need  for  at  least  14  additional  class, 
rooms  to  provide  for  the  children  who  are  now  in  Salem. 
Although  some  pertinent  tabulations  on  Census  and  Enroll- 
ment follow  this  report,  the  subject  of  "needed  space"  is 
discussed  in  greater  detail  in  a  separate  report  of  the  School 
Survey  and  Building  Committee  as  provided  for  in  the  1953 
Annual  School  District  Warrant. 

In  September  of  1953,  the  four  classrooms  which  were 
constructed  as  an  addition  to  the  Central  School  during  the 
sumimer  of  1953,  were  filled  to  capacity.  At  the  moment, 
the  difference  between  the  present  high  school  senior  class 
of  40  pupils  and  the  anticipated  enrollment  of  140  in  the  first 
grade  of  September  1954,  would  indicate  the  need  for  three 
additional  classrooms  next  September.  The  greatest  increas- 
es during  the  next  five  years  will  be  in  grades  1-8  with 
140-150  children  entering  grade  one  each  year  as  compared 
with  an  estimated  average  of  55  graduating  from  high  school. 
The  numbers  of  pre-school  children  who  were  in  Salem  last 
September  indicate  that  there  will  be  a  need  for  two  or  three 
additional  classrooms  each  year  for  four  years  after  next 
September. 
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BOOKS,    OTHER    TEACHING    AIDS    AND    EXTENDED 
SCHOOL  SERVICES: 

With  the  reasonable  budg-ct  which  has  been  provided  for 
books  and  other  supplies  during  the  past  few  years,  much 
improvement  has  been  made  in  providing  up-to-date  books 
and  other  teaching  materials.  Great  need  exists  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  however,  for  more  reference  materials,  including 
encyclopedias  in  the  Central  School  and  in  the  high  school. 
Additional  supplementary  reading  materials  are  needed  in 
all  grades  in  addition  to  regular  textbooks  for  replacements 
and  for  increased  numbers  of  children.  All  children  are  pro- 
vided with   reasonable  amounts   of   school   supplies. 

In  addition  to  what  is  considered  as  "usual"  school  work, 
teachers  have  been  alert  to  give  special  help  as  individual 
cases  have  warranted,  and  have  given  training  and  experience 
in  presentation  of  programs  at  various  occasions  throughout 
the  year  including  presentations  to  parents  and  other  citi- 
zens during  National  Education  Week  and  various  hoiday 
observances. 

MUSIC:  In  addition  to  the  regular  music  instruction  in 
the  elementary  schools,  the  instruments  in  the  symphony 
orchestra  are  stressed  in  grades  6-7  and  8 — the  students 
learn  to  recognize  the  instruments  with  the  help  of  charts, 
records  and  films.  A  new  singing  group  in  the  Central 
School,  "The  Treble  Clef  Choir,"  an  organization  of  sixth 
graders  under  the  leadership  of  Music  Supervisor,  Mrs. 
Eva  Thompson,  has  been  well  received  by  its  audiences. 
Mothers  of  these  children  made  and  donated  to  the  school 
district  choir  robes  for  this  group,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Maxine  Osgood.  Through  the  keen  interest  and  untir- 
ing efforts  of  the  elementary  school  teachers,  the  May  Music 
Festival  was  very  successful,  being  presented  to  a  near  re- 
cord audience  of  nine  hundred.  The  proceeds  were  used  to 
purchase  band  instruments,  record  players  and  records.     The 
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7th  and  8th  grade  children,  under  the  guidance  of  their  teach- 
ers, presented  a  Christmas  pageant  to  the  pubHc  on  Decem- 
ber 1953.  The  Woodbury  High  School  Choristers  had  a  full 
season  including  an  hours  broadcast  over  station  WLAW. 

SAFETY:  The  school  program  has  included  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  safety  patrol  in  the  Central  School  which  has  stress- 
ed bicycle  safety  as  well  as  safety  of  the  children  who  walk 
to  and  from  that  school  toward  the  Center  and  the  Depot, 
under  the  direction  of  Principal  Foster  Ball.  All  safety  pre- 
cautions have  continued  in  the  other  schools.  The  pupil 
accident  insurance  which  was  made  possible  at  $1.25  per  pupil 
per  year,  for  the  first  time  in  April,  1953,  has  proven  to  be 
of  much  help  to  the  parents  of  those  children  who  have 
been  injured  as  a  result  of  accidents  in  and  around  the 
schools. 

GUIDANCE:  services  are  integral  parts  of  our  frame- 
work of  pupil  services.  The  program  of  guidance  services 
operates  to  facilitate  the  optimum  adjustment  and  develop- 
ment of  each  individual  pupil.  To  this  end  our  teachers  en- 
gage in  the  collection  of  educational  and  occupational  infor- 
mation, especially  for  the  older  pupils.  In  the  high  school 
the  program  consists  of  the  maintenance  of  cumulative  pupil 
records,  counseling  of  individual  pupils,  and  occasional  re- 
lated interviewing  of  parents  during  conferences. 

HEALTH :  All  children  receive  from  our  school  nurse 
Mrs.  Jessie  Soule,  periodic  examinations  of  growth,  eye- 
sight, hearing  and  general  health.  Many  home  and  parents 
visits  are  made  by  Mrs.  Soule.  Regular  use  is  made  of  such 
state-sponsored  facilities  as  the  Sight  Conservation  Program, 
orthopedic,  child  guidance,  speech  therapy  and  physical  ther- 
apy clinics.  A  pre-school  round-up  Avas  held  in  May,  1953, 
for  children  who  were  to  attend  school  for  the  first  time  last 
September.    At  this  round-up  the  school  nurse  and  the  teach- 
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ers   took  health  records  of   all  children   who   were   to   enter 
school  in  September. 

Appreciation  is  here  expressed  to  the  Salvation  Army  for 
its  donation  of  a  motion  picture  projector  and  screen  which 
are  of  great  value  in  the  general  health  program,  and  also  to 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  Salem  and  the  No.  4  School 
Parent  Teacher  Association  for  the  continued  donations  of  a 
considerable  sum  of  money  for  free  milk  for  needy  children. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Dental  Services, 
Salem  has  been  fortunate  to  have  had  the  free  (except  for 
the  expense  of  board  and  room)  services  of  a  dental  hygien_ 
ist,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Plaisted.  The  cost  of  board  and  room  dur- 
ing the  half  year  that  Mrs.  Plaisted  was  in  Salem,  was  paid 
by  the  Salem  Parent-Teacher  Associations.  Mrs.  Plaisted 
cleaned  the  teeth  of  656  children  in  grades  1-6,  administered 
four  flourine  treatments  to  each  child,  and  gave  several 
classroom  lectures  on  dental  health  which  included  demon- 
strations of  proper  methods  of  brushing  teeth.  Parents 
were  informed  of  other  dental  needs  which  were  observed 
during  the  above  processes. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  cooperation  with  the 
dental  program,  all  Salem  Parent  Teachers  Associations  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  wholehearted  and  financial  sup- 
port of  the  school  program.  Various  donations  such  as  play- 
ground equipment,  library  reading  materials  and  supplemen- 
tary art  materials  were  presented  to  the  various  schools  by 
the  associations.  The  Salem  Board  of  Trade  has  continued 
to  sponsor  the  Annual  Talent  Night,  proceeds  of  which  are 
for  the  instrumental  school  music  fund.  The  Salem  Men's 
Club  has  donated  dishes  for  the  cafeteria.  Appreciation  is 
expressed  to  the  various  individuals  in  Salem  and  Lawrence 
who   have   donated  pianos    and   other   useful   articles    to   the 

Salem  schools. 

For  use  of  high   school   pupils   in  the  Automobile   Driver- 
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Training  Course,  Shugrue's  Garage  has  made  possible  the 
use  of  a  new  Ford  automobile,  since  September,  1953,  at  no 
expense  to  the  district  except  costs  of  operation.  34  pupils 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  take  the  state- 
approved  driver-training  course  during  the  first  half  of  this 
school  year.  All  school  districts  throughout  the  stats  which 
provide  automobile  driver-training  courses  for  high  school 
pupils,  were  recently  commended  by  Governor  Gregg,  Fred 
G.ark,  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  Dr.  Hilton  C. 
Buley.  Commissioner  of  Education. 

Special  mention  is  made  of  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Mary  Davis 
to  make  the  limited  high  school  library  as  attractive  and  use- 
able as  possible,  and  to  John  Randall  for  the  many  hours 
Avhich  he  has  worked  to  provide  special  basketball  backboards 
for  the  Saturday  morning  physical  education  program.  This 
athletic  program  has  accommodated  an  average  of  from  70 
to  100  Salem  boys  of  grades  1-9  throughout  the  year. 

TRANSPORTATION  appears  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  difficult  phases  of  the  school  system  to  administer. 
During  the  1950-51  school  year  451  pupils  were  transported 
on  3 — 60-passenger  busses  and  each  year  with  the  increase  in 
total  enrollment  we  are  now  transporting  745  pupils  per  day 
with  the  same  capacity.  The  question  still  facing  the  tax- 
payers is  whether  to  increase  the  transportation  facilities  or 
to  require  more  pupils  to  walk  and  arrive  at  school  at  an  un- 
reasonably early  hour  and  to  wait  long  periods  of  time  for 
buses  in  the  afternoon. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  from  a  study  of  past  annual  school 
reports  that  in  1896,  the  first  year  that  transportation  was 
provided  to  public  school  children  in  Salem,  $32.10  was  spent 
for  transportation  out  of  a  total  school  budget  of  $4629.18. 
Transportation  costs  have  increased  more  or  less  contmuous- 
ly  since  that  date  and  at  the  present  time  $13,066  is  budgeted 
with  the  idea  of  increasing  transportation  services  for  the 
next  vear.     The  Salem   Bus  Company,  under  the   ownership 
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of  John  W.  Appleyard  of  Methuen.  Massachusetts,  continues 
to  provide  transportation  at  a  very  reasonable  rate.  Dur- 
ing the  current  year  Miss  Marjorie  Severance,  in  place  of 
Miss  Helen  Dietrich,  is  supplementing  our  regular  system  by 
transporting  some  children  in  the  Lawrence  Road,  Wheeler 
Avenue  area. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS— As  provided  in  the  budget  for  the 
current  school  year,  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  ef- 
fected in  the  various  buildings  as  follows:  1.  A  new  maple 
floor  was  installed  in  one  room  in  the  No.  6  School  and  in 
one  room  in  the  No.  8  School.  2.  New  pupil  furniture  was 
purchased  to  replace  the  old,  unadjustable  furniture  in  the 
two  rooms  mentioned  above.  3.  The  main  center  entrance 
to  the  Woodbury  High  School,  which  has  been  used  as  a 
classroom,  but  which  was  large  enough  for  only  12  to  14 
pupils,  was  partitioned  to  provide  for  an  excellent  inner  and 
outer  office  for  the  high  school  principal.  His  office  is  now 
located  on  the  first  floor  in  the  center  of  the  activity  of  the 
school. 

More  comments  in  regard  to  classreoms  and  other  build- 
ing facilities  are  made  in  the  report  of  the  School  Survey 
and    Building   Committee. 

The  fact  that  various  school  and  community  groups  u.se  the 
cafeteria  and  the  Veterans  Memorial  Auditorium  in  the 
Woodbury  High  School,  almost  continuously,  indicates  the 
value  of  such  multi-purpose  rooms. 

WOODBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL— Other  than  comments  made 
elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  following  should  be  of  interest: 

The  Woodbury  High  School  has  recently  (December  1953) 
been  accepted  for  membership  in  the  New  England  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  This  association  is 
one  of  six  regional  accrediting  associations  throughout  the 
country.      This    accreditation    is    recognized    by    all    colleges 
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throughout  the  United  States,  and  the  services  of  this  asso- 
ciation are  available  at  all  times  for  assistance  to  member 
schools  in  solving  any  particular  problems  which  may  be 
referred  to  it. 

Of  the  51  graduates  of  the  1953  class  of  Woodbury  High 
School,  8  entered  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  last  Sep- 
tember, 4  attend  Keene  Teachers'  College,  9  attend  othei 
preparatory  schools  and  colleges,  7  accepted  secretarial  work, 
4  joined  the  armed  services  and  19  accepted  other  various 
employment  or  were  married. 

In  pinpointing  the  chief  problems  with  which  the  high 
school  is  involved,  Principal  Wendell  Davis  has  mentioned 
the  following: 

1.  Frequent  and  numerous  changes  in  teaching  personnel  (4 
of  the  11  teachers  on  the  present  staff  were  new  to  thsir 
positions  this  year).  Only  three  members  of  the  pres2nt 
faculty — including  the  principal — have  taught  in  Salem 
four  years  or  more. 

2.  Lack  of  laboratory  space — science,  home  economics,  and 
business   education. 

3.  Lack  of  study-hall  space,  necessitating  large  numbers  of 
study  pupils  in  rooms  while  classes  are  being  carried  on. 

FINANCES :  ♦ 

School  costs  continue  to  require  a  relatively  large  percent 
of  the  tax  dollar  throughout  our  community  as  throughout 
the  state  and  nation. 

Since  the  revisions  of  the  state  aid  program  by  the  1951  and 
1953  state  legislatures,  the  amount  of  state  aid  apportioned 
to  any  community  is  dependent  upon  the  adjusted  valuation 
and  the  school  population — as  well  as  the  total  amount  ap- 
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propriated  by  the  legislature.  State  aid  for  Salem  has  in- 
creased from  $13,492.95  in  1953-54  to  $18,592.73  for  the  1954- 
55  school  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS— Items  which  should  be  considered 
as  necessary  improvements  to  the  Salem  School  System  for 
future  years,  are  as  follows : 

(1)  A  covered  passageway  between  the  Central  School 
and  the  Woodbury  High  School.  (It  is  estimated  that 
from  400  to  750  children  go  from  one  building  to  the 
other  each  day.) 

(2)  A  remedial  teacher  to  work  with  individual  children 
and  small  groups  of  children  who  need  more  indivi- 
dual and  special  help  than  the  regular  classroom 
teacher  can  give  with  her  load  of  35-40  children. 

(3)  A  school  shop  (see  recent  annual  reports  for  discus- 
sions). 

(4)  Instrumental  music. 

(5)  Re-establishment  of  the  position  of  Art  Supervisor 
Provisions  are  made   in  the  proposed  budget  and  warrant 

for  the  1954-55  school  year  for  the  following  projects :  sur- 
facing walks,  drives  and  play  areas  around  the  Central 
School;  installation  of  an  acoustical  ceiling  in  the  Veterans 
Memorial  Auditorium  in  the  Woodbury  High  School  and 
continuation  of  the  program  of  replacing  outworn  floors  and 
antiquated  furniture  in  the  outlying  schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  Survey  and  Building  Committee 
and  the  School  Board  have  worked  many  long  hours  for  the 
educational  welfare  of  the  schools  and  of  the  community.  It 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  these  groups. 
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Recognition  and  thanks  should  be  made  to  the  many 
junior  high  and  high  school  pupils  who  have  assisted  in  tabu- 
lating, mapping  and  graphing  the  results  of  the  School  and 
Family  Census  which  was  taken  in  the  fall  of  1953.  This 
work  required  many  hours  of  the  pupils'  efforts. 

Again,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  board, 
the  school  personnel,  children  and  citizens  of  Salem  for  their 
continued  cooperation.
